 SECTION III:           ACADEMIC PERFORMANCE OF CHARTER SCHOOLS 
 
  

Academics at New Horizons for Charter School for Learning are designed to engage 
"at-risk" students in a new way, while fostering each student's educational growth. The 
school, which was designed to reflect the progressive values of the Shorewood 
community, cultivates life-learning and instills integrity, responsibility and citizenship. 
 

Each year, all students at New Horizons participate in UW-Madison’s Great World Text 
Program in which they not only need to read the text, but also present a successful 
submission of critical analysis followed by exhibiting a project to peers across the 
state.  The school historically sets a goal for 85% of the students to participate and has 
met that goal for the past 5 years. 
 

New Horizons also offers Gradpoint, a computer based math curriculum to offer its at-
risk students an opportunity to earn a math credit through self paced instruction.  The 
goals, again, is to see 85% of students obtain a full math credit by the end of the 
academic year. This goal has also been obtained every year for the past 5 years. 
 

From a state accountability standpoint, New Horizons completes the Alternate School 
Accountability Determination (PI-9550-ASA form) annually so it does not receive a 
school report card like other public schools. 
  
  
SECTION IV:           FINANCIAL PERFORMANCE OF CHARTER SCHOOLS 
 
In 2018-19 Shorewood School District spent $181,153.03 to support New Horizons Charter 
School.  The majority of the expenditures were salaries and benefits, the total amount was 
$171,203.32. Purchased services, which was $8,371.33 including supplies and materials 
needed to support and operate this charter school.
